Whether it is or not, the government does not believe 
it is.

SEATS FOE THE CABINET IN CONGRESS 
Senator Couzens has introduced a bill giving seats 


to cabinet members on the floor of Congress." This 
has many apparent advantages. It would undoubt- 
edly make for a higher grade of men for presidential 
cabinets. 
To be questioned on the floor of the House 


concerning matters pertaining to their departments 
requires familiarity with all "the details.
